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Ideal Bookselling 


May Lamberton Becker 


Editor of “The Reader’s Guide’ of the Saturday Review of Literature, 
and Literary Editor of St. Nicholas 


VERY now and then one of 
Ek, the loving friends by whom the 
Reader’s Guide is advised as well 
as advertised, writes to inform me that 
the opinions of this department are being 
quoted more frequently on jackets and in 
catalogs than those of critics of far greater 
eminence—only, of course, they politely 
leave out the last few words. I do not let 
this unduly puff me up; I know two rea- 
sons why. In the first place, no one asks 
the Guide what not to read nor desires 
me to spend time and ultra-valuable col- 
umnar space in warning and admonition. 
They ask to be told what books they are 
likely to want for certain specified pur- 
poses, and to be told as briefly and clearly 
as possible. The result is that by the 
nature of this department it is bound to 
have sunshine, sunshine all the way—and 
I ask you, as between a bright sentence 
telling why a book is good and a bright 
sentence telling why a book is no good, 
which of the two is the more likely to 
hgure on the jacket of the second edition? 
A by-product of this is that as I am never 
called upon to curse but to bless only, I 
am deprived of a newspaper outlet for 
personal animosities and shall probably go 
to my grave with my opinions of certain 
Current works seething within me. I won- 
der they don’t set up a complex. 
ne other reason, which has directly to 
do. with the following advice to book- 
sellers, is that this very pressure on news- 
Paper space, for never more than five per 
cent ot the Guide letters I write can hope 





to appear in print in the Saturday Review 
of Literature—what | have to say must 
be condensed to the least possible space 
into which as much information as possible 
can be put. Again I ask you, as between 
a column or a sentence, which is the more 
likely to get into general circulation? But 
this necessity for condensation has a 
blessed advantage: it forces anyone upon 
whom it rests, if he is sincerely anxious 
to do the book justice, to look for its 
point, to find its reason, if any, for being, 
and to put that, as it almost always can 
be put, into a few words. These 
focussed words may bring an opinion to a 
burning-point. 

You notice I said “if any’; for if the 
book has no specific and distinctive reason 
for being, I do not write about it at all, 
and I do not see, apart from possible com- 
mercial reasons, why you should try to sell 
it. Indeed I may be permitted to say that 
every “point” is in itself a selling-point, 
and it is the business of the ideal book- 
seller to discover what a book is for and 
tell it to readers looking for that kind 
of book. 

The technique of ideal bookselling does 
not greatly differ, I fancy, from the work 
of the Reader’s Guide. It is my business 
to tell people what a book is like, in order 
that they may see whether it is the book 
they want. That is the bookseller’s busi- 
ness, too. If you say that it is also his 
business to induce a customer to buy a 
book whether he wants it or not, I can 
only reply that because he has done this 
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few times too often may be one of the 
reasons for a certain sluggishness now 
noticeable in the booktrade. For there is 
nothing a customer resents quite so sullenly 
as having been sold a book that he finds on 
perusal not at all what he wanted. Il 
have often wondered why this peculiar 
animosity: a man will expend $6.60 apiece 
for theater tickets on the say-so of a 
chance acquaintance, and not cut the 
acquaintance afterward if the show is a 
complete disappointment. He may bring 
home steak that proves perdurable and take 
no sharper vengeance on the butcher than 
searching words next day. But let him 
buy a two-dollar novel on my _ strong 
recommendation or yours and find it pre- 
cisely what he did not want, and he will 
remember it against us with the inflexi- 
bility of an elephant. I say I have won- 
dered, but I have now decided it is because 
books, physically speaking, last so long: a 
poor play leaves no tangible reminder of 
discomfort save a couple of ticket-stubs, and 
even a tough steak cannot last forever, but 
there is something devilishly durable about 
a book you don’t like; you keep seeing the 
corpus delicti and every time you see it 
you think “I'll never take his advice again, 
consarn him.” 

So if I were selling books instead of 
telling people some of the books it would 
profit them to buy from you, and if I 
wanted them to continue to buy them at 
my shop, I would still use my Reader’s 
Guide plan of trying to find the right 
books for them, and I would still try to 
find the beating heart of a book, put my 
hand upon it, and endeavor to communi- 
cate to the customer the thrill I thus 
receive. If that sounds sentimental it 1s 
nothing of the kind. A real book, worth 
my reading and your selling, is the most 
human of creatures made by man. No 
wonder it has a heart; it is made out of 
life-blood, out of a man’s experiences and 
hopes and knowledge, out of his very life, 
and it does not really live till it gets into 
the very life of some reader. A flash of 
seme such conviction, even if at moments 
only, is what keeps so many men and 
women in the book business. 

So the ideal bookseller would have to 
read all his stock, or at least keep in touch 
with those who have read it with under- 
standing. From his own or the experience 
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of others he should discover why this oy 

that book differs from other books in glory, 

When the big slump was just beginning ¢ to 
work loose, a publisher told me that he 
would that season bring out only such 
books as could prove to him that they had 
a definite reason for being, such as no other 
book then available could fulfill. That js 
a counsel of perfection, but if all publish- 
ers would follow it for a term of years 
we would all be in a happier, saner, and. 
I dare say, ultimately wealthier state. For 
even on a cold-blooded business basis, it js 
not enough to induce people to buy books: 
they must also be led to enjoy them, or 
they will soon have bought enough and 
stop, whereas once they enjoy reading 
nothing can stop them. 

I do not like to single out in an article 
like this special books for purposes of 
illustration, but since I must use something 
as a specific instance, look over the Polar 
books now so plentiful and you will 
that they need not be presented to a po- 
tential reader only as books about the ends 
of the earth, but each one as something 
with its own flavor or quality. Sir Hubert 
Wilkins puts his cards on the table and 
takes the reader into his confidence, before 
his expedition even starts; this is the fea- 
ture of his book that I would emphasize 
rather than the fact that he starts in a 
submarine. ‘There is no Polar book just 
like ‘“‘Andrée’s Own Story,” and for 
obvious reasons it is unlikely there ever 
will be. Almost the only feature all these 
books have in common is that the 
grand hot-weather reading. The sets ot 
a travel book is likely to consist of where 
it goes and at what rate of expense. For 
instance, if you would like to go to France 
in style, there is ‘Pigs in Clover,” in which 
Frances Noyes Hart and her husband eat 
their way gloriously through the countr) 
at prices ranging from eighty cents to 
more than twelve dollars per meal, with 
scenery and brisk, amusing conversation 
thrown in; if you prefer to go to 
Erin on foot, John Gibbons’ “ramping 
Through Ireland”’ will make you think you 
are there; it may even make you go there, 
too, as Padraic Colum’s ‘““The Ro: ad Row ind 
Ireland” once made me. Of course, te 
manuals of actual travel, the Blue Guides 
and Clara Laughlins, are bought to be put 
to use at some special time and place, but 
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Hell” and “White King,” are, above all, 
for stay-at-homes. If one must travel only 

y book, why not go a long way for your 
m ioney ? 

This is not a chapter out of a manual 
of bookselling; the simple principle in- 
volved in this advice may be applied to 
biography or to books on history as well 
as to fiction. As for detective stories, no 
one sells them; they either sell themselves 
(the expert standing by the shelf and 
searching swiftly for points by which he 
recognizes his own kind) or they don’t 
sell at all. It must above all be applied 
in the selling of books for children; there 
‘s no manner of use in telling a young 
person or even someone in search of a book 
for a young person, that “this book is 
cood”; he must know what it is good for, 
and why. I have been immensely inter- 
ested in responses of young readers to the 
brief notes about current books in my de- 
partment in The Scholastic, which has a 
large circulation among readers of high 
school age; now I have begun precisely the 
same sort of brief reports of personal ex- 
perience in St. Nicholas; I open this “Book 
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Lovers’ Corner” every month by talking 
about half a dozen new and important 
books, in just the way | have indicated—as 
if I were in a bookshop, indeed, and the 
reader were asking me “which of these do 
you think I would like, and why?” Then 
I quote from letters from the staff of St. 
Nicholas’s amateur reviewers whom we 
are training to tell each other about what 
they have read, in this same way, and at 
least one of these letters is given in full. 
There is no doubt that this audience ap- 
proves of the plan; it has had the instant and 
beautiful response that comes from young 
readers more swiftly and vividly than from 
older ones. I mean to gather around me 
a group of young people who will be as 
glad to tell other young people and me 
what a book has meant to them as they 
are now to talk to each other about any 
other delight of this time of life. And 
this, gentlemen booksellers, is to your ulti- 
mate advantage, as every cultural benefit 
is to your advantage in the long run; the 
more any of us, old or young, love to read 
and to talk over with others what we have 
read, the more we will come to you for 
books of our own. 


Books in the Maritime Exchange 


66 OVED to 80 Broad Street.” 
This is the sign at 30 Broad, 
that greets you, if you now 

go looking for Ball and Wilde, Book- 

sellers to the Members of the Mari- 
time Exchange—and others. A_ short 
walk on down curving Broad Street and 
you will see ahead the Maritime Ex- 
change Building, the new home of Ball 


and Wilde. 

This building itself, one of the 
hnest in lower New York, has just 
been completed by the architects, Sloane 


and Robertson, in collaboration with the 
duilder, Adelson Construction and En- 
gineering Co. Occupying a frontage of 
130 teet on Broad Street, it rises upward

most before the foundations of the 


building were under way, Sarah Ball 
chose her site, ground floor space adjoin- 
ing immediately on the left of the magnifi- 
cent chromium-plated main entrance. 

The result is, that a customer looking 
for Ball and Wilde, is speechless first be- 
fore this entrance. A kind of gigantic 
tunnel of silver, with sea figures carved 
at intervals out of the chromium. Upon 
this entrance, one side of one of the Ball 
and Wilde windows fortunately opens. 

As to the Ball and Wilde windows: 
although apparently there are only two of 
them, they have been so cleverly executed 
that there are five exposures. Standing in 
the main building entrance, you look not 
only into this glass case window effect, but 
because it is a glass case, you look on into 
the store proper, into an inside glass case 
on the far wall of the shop, housing fine 
bindings. Next you go to the front of the 
store, the Broad Street sidewalk, and there 
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you may see a fine display of maritime 
books, along with a few seasonal volumes 
and best sellers. Raising your eyes, you 
can look straight through the sliding glass 
windows, constituting the backdrop of the 
window, into the heart of the shop. The 
decoration on the front windowpane is 
most attractive, the emblem of the Mari- 
time Exchange, which consists of yardarms 
seen through the port hole of a ship. This 
is in color. Underneath are the words 
“Ball and Wilde, Members of the Mari- 
time Exchange,” this courtesy has been ex- 
tended to the firm, on the advent of their 
making this building their headquarters. 

At the side of the window you have been 
viewing is another exposure opening into 
the Ball and Wilde entrance and once you 
are inside the shop, this exposure has been 
split so that again another window display 
greets you. I should call it a kind of re- 
volving stage window of glass, though, of 
course, it is quite stationary, its five-sided- 
ness due to the ingenious planning of a 
clever architect. 

The small window to the left of the 
entrance is lined in burlap, against which 
are hung maritime maps, and prints. Old 
New York items also are to find display 
space in there. Going inside the shop, the 
main floor room, 16 x 27, is divided into 
three sections by fine brown woodwork 
partitions. The left-hand section is a kind 
of reference office, presided over by War- 
ren Wright, formerly with J. K. Gill of 
Portland, Oregon. Here are the fine bind- 
ings, sport books, books on the sea, first 
editions, maps, and specialized books of 
all kinds. To the right in the front, stands 
a cash register; back of that a large nook 
for the rental library, definitely partitioned 
off from the specialized section, so that 
voices even are indistinguishable between 
the two. This was done with a purpose, 
for Sarah Ball says she does not care to 
sell her fine books with the voices of her 
rental customers punctuating her efforts. 

The rental library, conducted by Helen 
Bell, has interesting divisions. Some out- 


standing classifications fell under these 
heads, “Sophisticated Novels,’ “Books on 
Russia,’ “War Stories,” “Historical 
Novels,” ‘Light Fiction,’ “Psychology, 


Philosophy, Science,” “Humor.” Here any 
one dollar book request, if not already 
in stock, is immediately supplied, and here 
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more expensive books find profitable rent. 
ing space. “The Psychology of Achieve. 
ment,” has not only paid for itself, but run 
up a neat profit beside. Furthermore, two 
customers who rented it bought two new 
copies to give to their friends. 

The main stock of the store lies dowp- 
stairs in a 16 x 60 floor space. A steep 
Hight of stairs, leading down there, has 
the drop softened by a ledge fastened to the 
railing, a ledge on which may be found 
book reviews and pamphlets. At the foot 
of these stairs are the desks of Miss Ball 
and Miss Hyndman—Miss Hyndman who 
has made a place for herself in the past 
as one of Doubleday, Doran’s outstanding 
managers. The purpose of this desk lo- 
cation was chosen in order that old cus- 
tomers making their first visit to the new 
shop at once would see a familiar face. 

An examination of the downstairs part 
of the shop shows a catholicity of taste, 
coupled with a wide price range. Miss 
Ball has a new plan for the Maritime 
Shop. She will try to reach the purchas- 
ing ability of an extensive group of people. 
Not only will she sell rare old maps at 
large figures, but she will carry attractive 
inexpensive ones. This same idea will be 
carried out with the prints and with the 
book stock. 

Miss Ball believes that the average taste 
of the Wall Street buyer is quite high and 
that as a customer there is no better type. 
Therefore, in her eight years of bookselling 
downtown, she has cultivated the best 
taste in her buyer, not the lowest. How- 
ever, Sarah Ball is not foolish enough to 
be educator entire. 

Back under the stairs, a bookkeeper with 
her adding machines and other parapher- 
nalia holds full sway. Back of her allotted 
space, a fine store room, with bins, fur- 
nishes adequate storage space. ‘Then 4 
fine private ventilating system constantly 
pumps fresh air into this below-the-street 
part of the store. 

Next door, a restaurant claiming to be 
the largest and handsomest in lower New 
York will open presently. Through a rear 
door, this may be reached by Ball and 
Wilde customers, or the restaurant patrols 
may reach Ball and Wilde. , 

The downstairs shop is most beautiful. 
In color, it is a kind of brick pink. As 4 
floor background for the dark wood, it

fixtures are of chromium 
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effective. Indirect lighting, thrown from 
four large inverted chromium bowl fix- 
tures, gives a uniform daylight glow over 
the entire stock. 

As to the result of our interview about 
bookselling during a Wall Street flop 
time, the charm of the new shop almost 
overshadowed the topic. However, Miss 
Ball says, there is no doubt but that buy- 
ing has been curtailed. Whereas price 
formerly with most of her customers was 
no object, now she sees a trend to check 
unnecessary expenditure for books. ‘The 
fine sporting books that formerly sold as 
easily as the Modern Library, do not leave 
their shelves so quickly any more. ‘The 
stacks of light novels, mystery and adven- 
ture stories that followed their purchasers 
to their summer homes, no longer go out in 
such stacks. The clerk or stenographer 
who regularly bought his weekly detective 
story now is no longer buying it. He may 
rent it, but he is more apt to rent an in- 
spirational book of some kind. ‘The de- 
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pression downtown has killed the love of 
the unreal or the lurid. 

Miss Ball feels, however, that even with 
the fall-off, and books have felt the de. 
crease as much as any other so-called 
luxury has, business is bound to have an 
increase in the fall. 

If anyone ought to know, Sarah Ball 
should. She is a woman with a wide field 
of experience starting with her direction 
of the foreign department of the Inter- 
national Magazine Co., and going on to 
the book business with Doubleday. Her 
experience was greatly diversified by sey- 
eral years’ social research work with the 
Cornell Clinic in New York. Her great 
love of books again lured her back into 
the bookselling game and her studious 
application to this business led her to be 
chosen as lecturer in the bookselling courses 
at Columbia, this being her fifth year. 
Now, she is sport enough in these harrass- 
ing times to open one of the most preten- 
tious stores in New York. 


Modernizing the Small Shop 


U. S. Chamber of Commerce Issues Valuable Study of Small Store 
Arrangement 


66 HE arrangement of stock and 
equipment is a vital element in 
retailing today. Display of goods 

and the type and arrangement of equip- 

ment affect the rapidity of turnover, the 
retention of old customers, the number of 
new customers obtained, the amount of 
unit sales—all influencing the annual vol- 
ume and profits.” With this summary of 
the modern attitude in merchandising the 

Chamber of Commerce of the United 

States opens its report of the recent study, 

“Small Store Arrangement.” The research 

committee studied grocery stores, chiefly, 

but it was searching for the principles of 
good modern merchandising, and_ those 
principles are as applicable to bookstores 
as they are to any other small retail outlet. 

Within the first page of its report the com- 

mittee draws a generalization that is a 

challenge to hundreds of booksellers. It 

says, ““The day is at hand when scientific 
retailing, despite its academic sound, must 


interest the retailer. ‘The situation is seri- 
ous enough to warrant some observers of 
business to state that every store in the 
country will have been modernized in ten 
years or will have passed out of existence.” 
A few paragraphs further on is the state- 
ment, “One of the common causes of dis- 
tress is failure to observe and act on shift- 
ing conditions. What a radical change has 
taken place in the last twenty years. Today 
there are twenty-five times as many auto- 
mobiles as in 1910; several hundred thou- 
sand miles of surfaced roads. The auto- 
mobile, with the motion picture, radio and 
printed page, have made neighbors of the 
city dweller and the most isolated rural 
inhabitant.” ‘This has produced an essen- 
tial change in the customers of every stort. 
They are today “discerning and roving 
shoppers.” Every city within driving dis 
tance is offering the competition of dozens 
of shops that offered no threat a few years 
ago. 
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“Open display of as much merchandise as possible.” 


Compare the old arrangement 


(top) and the new. 


Before planning any change in the book- 
store, stock should be carefully studied. 
This may be done to advantage through 
comparison with the best managed success- 
ful stores and an analysis of the store’s 
individual market. The next consideration 
should be given to how the customer wants 
the merchandise presented. He is interested 
in cleanliness, variety and freshness, and 
it is of great importance to remember that 
in the United States the great majority of 
retail purchases are made by women. How- 
ever, important as store arrangement and 
display are, they will not overcome the 
handicap of bad judgment in buying. “They 
are no substitute for merchandising sense, 
but make possible the exercise of that 
sense.’ In this day when customers travel 
from place to place to do their shopping, the 
store must develop a personality. The job 
Of store personality is to interest customers 
in your store and your merchandise. 

Each store presents individual problems, 
but the report sets forth a few general 
Principles which underly the modern trend: 

clean, attractive exterior with well- 
dressed, inviting display windows. 

A well-lighted, well-ventilated, orderly 
store with sufficient aisle space. 


Open display of as much merchandise as 
possible: all goods given display in relation 
to the profit returned and seasonal fluctua- 
tions. Goods plainly price-marked. 

Display of goods to permit handling by 
the customer. 

Encouragement of self service to such 
extent as the merchandise permits, conform- 
ing to store policy. 

Arrangement of merchandise to bring 
about maximum sales per customer and 
elimination of unnecessary steps by clerks. 

Removal of barriers to maximum store 
circulation by customers. 

Concentration of stock in the smallest 
floor space possible, as dictated by all con- 
ditions at hand. 

The exterior of the store and the display 
windows are responsible for most of the 
new customers which come to the store. 
The customer normally selects the more in- 
teresting of two places in which to do busi- 
ness. If not, he selects the store because of 
some bargain, or because he has been re- 
ferred to the store for goods unobtainable 
any other place. The modern store front 
must be trim and neat. Windows represent 
from 12 to 40 per cent of the entire rent 
paid by the store, yet many dealers neglect 
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their windows and fail to get a return on 
their investment. The window is the focus 
of the store front which attracts the passer- 
by to the store. If the windows and window 
signs are dirty and neglected, the customer’s 
confidence is weakened, even if he comes 
into the store. 

To get best results the window display 
should be changed frequently, using a vari- 
ety of new and eye-catching effects. Com- 
mon accessories used in dressing windows 
are: pedestals of all varieties used to give 
height; dividers for long windows; holders 
for cards and price tickets; drapes and 
paper and wall board for various purposes. 
Lighting of the window is also highly im- 
portant, and the local light company usually 
employs an expert who will gladly offer 
valuable advice. 

The attractive exterior must be backed 
up by an attractive interior. The casual 
customer is a potential steady customer and 
the first impression is the all-important one. 
The interior of the modern store has, of 
course, taken on a new and fresh appear- 
ance with its walls in light tones, new 
lighting, open shelves and new conceptions 
in counter and display arrangement. One 
of the most marked changes that has re- 
sulted from the modern trend in store 
arrangement is open display, which enables 
the customer to see and handle a majority 
of the items in the store. Once a customer 
takes a book in his hand, it requires a real 
effort on his part to put it back on the 
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shelf. Experience has proved that goods sell 
more rapidly when the customer can jp- 
spect them closely. Virtually everything jn 
the store can be placed in view of the cus. 
tomer with the new store arrangement that 
increases the area of display space as well 
as customer circulation. (See diagram on 
preceding page comparing new and old 
arrangement of the same store.) 

In summing up the results of moderniza- 
tion, first the volume is increased. The re- 
port points out that the first logical ques- 
tion is, ‘How great an increase can be 
expected?” The average is between five 
and ten per cent, but numberless examples 
are known of increases of twenty-five, thirty 
or even one hundred per cent. The next 
point is decreased selling expense. This js 
due to the open display which leads to self 
service with the books presenting their own 
sales talk. No commodity that is sold in 
a small store is more capable of selling 
itself than is a book. And, as a final con- 
sideration there is the cost of moderniza- 
tion. Wonderful results can be obtained 
with very little expense in addition to the 
cost of the annual redecoration, for a great 
deal of the new plan of store arrangement 
is dependent on arrangement rather than 
fixtures themselves. Several Chambers of 
Commerce provide a regular service to as- 
sist the retailer who wishes to remodel, and 
there are a number of store arrangement 
specialists whose services are within the 
reach of the average bookseller. 


Canadian Booksellers’ Convention 


Findlay I. Weaver 
Editor of the Canadian Bookman 


N the strength of real achievement 

the Canadian Booksellers’ & Sta- 

tioners’ Association’s year under 
the presidency of Fred Cloke, Hamilton, 
Ontario, could not be otherwise than a 
source of satisfaction to that official and 
all his associates in office. The activities 
of committees resulted in increased dis- 
counts on new school textbooks, the cessa- 
tion of direct selling of certain classes of 
supplementary textbooks by two publishing 
houses with no provision for discounts to 


booksellers, and the removal of other 
sources of dissatisfaction with regard to 
discounts in which two or three other pub- 
lishing houses had previously maintained 
policies considered by the Association's 
Trade Relations Committee to be unrea- 
sonably detrimental to the interests of the 
retail booktrade of Canada. 

The year was remarkable also for the 
unified and harmonious manner in which 
publishers and booksellers got together ! 
meeting the serious situation brought about 
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by the imposition of sales and excise taxes 
by the Dominion Government’s 1931 Bud- 
get, as recorded by last month’s Canadian 
letter in these columns. 

All this was revealed in the reports pre- 
sented at the opening session of the annual 
convention of the Canadian association held 
at Hamilton, Ontario, June 17th-18th. 
Unfortunately, however, there have been 
since that convention one or two instances 
of lack of adhesion by Canadian publishers 
to the general advance in list prices, ap- 
proximately 10 per cent, which policy the 
convention had deemed practically settled, 
to the extent of going on record with an 
expression of appreciation of the manner 
in which the publishers had joined the re- 
tail booksellers in meeting the situation. 

The convention proper opened at 2 P.M., 
on June 17th, following a get-together 
luncheon at the Royal Connaught Hotel. 
The first session was largely taken up with 
the presentation of reports; a discussion of 
the price situation brought about by the 
Dominion Budget, fellowing a preliminary 
address on this subject by Roy Britnell, of 
Toronto; a valuable address by J. S. 
Luckett, Toronto, on organized buying 
and an illuminating talk on lending library 
methods by Lester Randall, Toronto. 

Charles Graham, president of the whole- 
sale firm of Buntin, Gillies & Co., was 
host to the delegates at a theater party that 
evening and again at luncheon the next 
day at the Ancaster Golf and Country 
Club. 

An Arcadian setting recalling London, 
last year, characterized the final session of 
this year’s convention in the beautiful 
grounds of Fairnlee, summer home of Col. 
W. R. Turnbull, head of the firm of 
Robert Duncan & Co., of Hamilton. 

Here L. M. Adams, of the Wendell 
Holmes Bookshop of Hamilton, Ontario, 
addressed the convention on Business Costs, 
stressing the determination of the actual 
costs of carrying on a business as being of 
as much importance as selling itself. In a 
most logical manner he presented ideas for 
the co-ordination of costs, in toto, with the 
realization of an adequate net profit at the 
close of the business year. He also argued 
ngly for the departmentalizing of every 
i store with complete cost and selling 
records in each department. 

G. N. Bolton, Toronto, entertained the 
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convention with an address tracing book- 
trade history to its origin in the county 
fairs of England, Millington, the auction- 
eer-booksellers, acting as protagonist. 

Round-table discussions of office supply 
and greeting card trade followed. Then 
came the reports of the resolution and 
nominating committees. The following 
resolutions were confirmed and adopted: 

That the annual membership fee be $5, 
replacing the voluntary membership sub- 
scription plan in force since 1929. 

That booksellers give hearty support to 
those publishers who encourage the public 
to buy at the bookstores and refrain from 
competing with booksellers for trade. 

That publishers be asked to give at least 
60 days advance notice of cheaper editions, 
or else make allowance to booksellers for 
unsold copies of books purchased at the 
higher price. 

That publishers be asked to consider the 
feasibility of some reasonable plan by which 
books published by them in the previous 
twelve months, remaining unsold on the 
booksellers’ shelves, might be exchanged, if 
in good condition, for other books from 
the same publishers. 

That this Association recognize the good 
work sponsored by the National Associa- 
tion of Book Publishers of the United 
States for enlarging the retail book market. 

That a committee be appointed to in- 
vestigate the cost of a combined catalog of 
the books of the different publishers, this 
catalog to be conveniently indexed. 

That efforts be made to induce pub- 
lishers to discontinue soliciting public 
library trade at full dealers’ discount.

What’s a List Price? 


HERE has been lately an unfortu- 

nate revival of the old idea that the 

list price of a book may be one 
which is set up in order to be promptly 
knocked down. The idea has been revived 
by a few new specialist houses of making 
cheap editions of the classics which would 
seem great bargains. These houses have 
seen in the prevalent epidemic of remainder 
selling an opportunity to remake some of 
the old classics for the remainder market 
and, to make them saleable in competition 
with real remainders, the books have had 
to have a list price from which the discount 
could be taken that would tempt the bar- 
gain hunters. 

This kind of bargain making not only 
works itself out of usefulness in a short 
time, but it also is likely to scotch the 
whole business of bargain books. That 
was what happend in the last epidemic 
of artificial list prices, the days when li- 
brary sets of old standards were reprinted 
from the available plates of de luxe edi- 
tions and then marked down ‘From 
$50.00, for 20 volumes, to $26.67,” a good

purchase at the price but who had ever 


paid $50.00 for the same set? 
If the good old classics have to be bulked

up and listed at five dollars in order to 
make a market for them at a quarter of 
that price, it is hardly flattering to the 
public’s reading taste. We prefer to see 
them put out at real list prices, whether 
it be $1.00, 75c. or less. In the long 
run there will be more books sold. Hokum 
Is not necessary. 


They Won’t Skimp the Children 


HE steady growth of the sale of 

children’s books in the last decade 

has given booksellers many evidences 
of the deep interest that devoted parents 
take in the libraries of their children, At 
one time it seemed as though home libra- 
ries for children were being restricted to 
those few families who had inherited the 
habit of home bookshelves. This meant 
diminishing distribution. But the tide has 
long been turned and a dozen different 
forces are working to increase the result. 

How often the bookseller has found 
that he is getting, season by season, a de- 
mand for good children’s books from par- 
ents who may have to strain a point to pay 
the cost but who are determined that their 
boys and girls shall grow up with books 
around them. 

It is this new attitude to the book, 
established on so much broader a basis than 
heretofore, that will keep the total sales 
of children’s books this year from falling 
behind by any large percentage.

HAT are the functions of the 


“book reviewer’? Where is the 

line between “book reviewer” and 
“literary critic?’ Is there a line that can 
be drawn? Someone has said that the 
book reviewer should direct his remarks to 
the reading public, and the literary critic 
should write with the authors as audience, 
the one should offer guidance to those 
choosing books, the other supplying expert 
analysis for those who want more detailed 
information.

“The primary purpose of a review is to 
reveal sufficiently the contents of a book 
to give the reader a fair idea what to ex- 
pect in it if he becomes a purchaser, an 
‘dea as to whether the book will interest 
him or not,” says Mr. Rees. “The re- 
viewer has no moral right to attack the 
book if he does not agree with its theme 
or if he does not understand its purpose. 
That is the work of the critic, not of the 
reviewer. If the reviewer is capable (he 
ought to be so always, although it is doubt- 
ful whether he often is) he should say 
whether the book is in line with modern 
knowledge and where it differs, what is 
new in it, and why the book should be 
bought by those interested in the subject 
it tries to make clearer. A reviewer who 
cannot speak with authority on the subject 
of the book reviewed will damage the book 
beyond measure. He will make unfair 
and unwarranted statements, and prejudice 
the mind of the reader. One is led to the 
conclusion that more books have been slain 
at the pens of unkind and ignorant re- 
viewers of late years than ever before, and 
not only unkind but prejudiced reviewefs, 
for they are the greatest tyrants in the 
world of books. 

“A review should be fair to the book 
and honest towards the author. More 
than that, it should give the public a fair 
and unbiased idea of the contents of the 
book under consideration. | Otherwise a 
book review is more than a farce, it is a 
crime,”

Hot Weather Reading 


66 HE sure thing about the taste of 
summer readers is that you can 
never be sure what it is,” says 

the editor in the New York Times after a 

study of the last best seller report of the 

Publishers’ Weekly. 

The old idea that “summer fiction” was 
always frothy reading has disappeared. 
Public demand may be fickle in summer, 
but it is not light headed. ‘The Road 
Back,” ““The Good Earth” and “Years of 
Grace” do not classify as frothy fiction, 
nor can anyone place in that category 
“Pershing Memoirs” or “Green Hell” or 
“San Michele’ (that hardy perennial 
whose blooming is so continuously aided 
by its publisher’s advertising). If any type 
of book seems to have the earmarks of 
real summer light-heartedness, it is prob- 
ably ‘“Boners” and “More Boners” and 
others of that gay group of joke books. 
And perhaps it is not summer mood that 
makes “Boners” so popular but the uni- 
versal craving for a laugh when there is 
so much we might cry about. 

Perhaps “summer fiction,” as such, has 
gone the way of the Christmas gift book 
as such, and the public is finding it happier 
to follow more natural and universal im- 
pulses in buying from the current new 
books what seems most suitable to the day 
or mood. Certainly the bookseller has less 
fear of seasonal overstock now that sum- 
mer reading is like any other reading. 

Many booksellers will remember the 
days when “gift stock” was packed up 
after Christmas to be held for another year 
and when the left-overs of “summer nov- 
els” were a problem in preparing the book 
counters for the more serious business of 


fall.

Planning Better Windows 


A. VAN DUYM’S windows for 
A the Doubleday, Doran Book 
e Shops throughout the city have 
been attracting much favorable comment. 
Those in the trade who were present at the 
Philadelphia Convention and heard Mr. 
van Duym’s talk on “Better Window Dis- 
play” or read the talk when it was printed 
in the Publishers’ Weekly of June 13, will 
remember that to this gentleman goes the 
credit for presenting the idea of a Better 
Window Bureau. 

The two windows reproduced on the 
following page are recent examples of Mr. 
van Duym’s work. The upper window is 
built around “Death and Taxes” by Dor- 
othy Parker and ‘Father Malachy’s Mir- 
acle’ by Bruce Marshall. The dimensions 
of the window are approximately 8% by 
5% and 5% feet deep. The center poster, 
presenting quotes on the two feature books, 
is printed in relatively small, dignified let- 
tering, to be in keeping with the character 
of the books. “Father Malachy’s Miracle” 
is grouped around and behind this poster. 
The ledge of the window is devoted to 
closed and opened copies of “Death and 
Taxes” and its reviews in the Saturday 
Review of Literature, the New York 
Times Book Review and the New York 
Herald-Tribune Books. The idea of cou- 
pling “Death and Taxes” and “Father 


Malachy’s Miracle” is two-fold. The first 
book, more popular, more widely heralded, 
carries along the second one, at first 
little known. Also, both books fall into 
the general category of “humorous.” 
As to the color combination of the fea- 
ture display: one book without the jacket 
is purple, the other green. The dominating 
color accent in the rest of the window was 
green, thereby creating a cool effect on 
the on-looker. The entire display includes 
about 20 titles, mostly in light summe! 
reading. Two blocks (8 by 20 inches) 
were used diagonally in the center of the 
window to lift the center background. On 
the side ledge are business books with a 
show card, to follow up the previous win- 
dow which was devoted to business books. 
The second window (lower) measures 
about 10 by 3% feet, having the same 
depth as the other window. ‘The center 
of the window is occupied by a poster 
showing an enlarged photostat reproduc: 
tion of a Doubleday, Doran contest pam- 
phlet. This contest was arranged to stim- 
ulate interest in contemporary fiction and 
non-fiction books of various publishers. 
The pamphlet asks 28 questions, calling 
for the author and title of the various 
books described. Scattered through the 
display are 15 books which appear in the 
questions. The ledge of this window ' 
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made into an ingenious border of books 
of jokes and humor. The left side of the 
window includes books relating to ships 
and sailing, to follow up the previous win- 
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dow, the center of which was concerned 
with the general subject of yachts and 
sailing. The background here is built up 
with blocks as in the first window.

Publication Dates Again 


Ellis W. Meyers 


Executive Secretary of the American Booksellers’ Association 


URING the past month or two, 
reports from six different cities in- 
dicate the fact that the booksellers 

of the country are not observing publica- 
tion dates. Of course, there have been 
some mistakes, but the great number of 
complaints seems to prove that quite a few 
booksellers are deliberately placing books 
on sale before they should. All booksellers 
and all publishers agree, when discussing 
this matter, that this is a bad trade prac- 
tice, and at the recent convention the fol- 
lowing resolution was passed unanimously: 


ResoLvep, that we urge upon all booksell- 
ers the importance of strict observance 
ot publication dates in the release of 
new books, as essential to the welfare of 
the trade and the preservation of good 
taith between booksellers, 


The Joint Board of Publishers and 
Booksellers has already agreed on a stand- 
ard practice with regard to this, and the 
Association has pledged itself to make every 
citort to see that it is followed by all 
booksellers. We ask the cooperation of 
everyone, 


RESOLVED, that we welcome the formation 


of a Central Division of the Americah 

Booksellers’ Association and heartily ap- 

prove the action of the I]linois Booksell- 

ers’ and Stationers’ Association toward 
this end. 

Because it is difficult for the A.B.A. 
members of the West Coast and its ad- 
jacent territory to get to the East, the 
Western Division of the Association was 
formed three years ago. ‘This group has 
been operating successfully since that time, 
and, in order to provide the same facilities 
for booksellers of the Middle West, there 
has been proposed a Central Division. The 
booksellers meeting at the recent conven- 
tion of the Illinois Booksellers’ and Sta- 
tioners’ Association started this movement, 
and the Philadelphia convention has off- 
cially made the new division possible. 
Work toward this end will be done at 
once, and it is believed that the Central 
Division will have its first official meeting 
next spring. 


RESOLVED, that we believe that adequate 
trade discounts should be allowed to re- 
tail dealers upon reorders and pickups, 
as well as on their regular stock orders, 
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and that a fixed return privilege be gen- 

erally established. 

The Association has worked in the in- 
terests of retail booksellers for thirty years. 
It is largely responsible for the net price 
system, and the constant tendency toward 
livable discounts. Its directors are consid- 
ering at the present moment a plan for the 
protection of its members through the guar- 
anteeing of books, and other plans for 
further protection through equitable return 
arrangements with the publishers. ‘This 
work is deserving of the support of all 
booksellers, for every bookseller, whether 
he is a member or not, benefits from it. 
Fifty retailers in all parts of the country 
have joined the Association since the first 
of the year. Its roster includes the most 
successful and most respected members of 
our profession. We ask that every book- 
seller join with them in the work that they 
are doing. 

The Association has made arrangements 
to send a weekly truck to the Dollar 
Steamship Line in Jersey City for West- 
ern Traffic Conference shipments to book- 
sellers on the West Coast. Publishers are 
now delivering WTC packages to the 
Clearing House for this purpose. 

It has recently come to our attention 
that many Western booksellers have in- 
correct ideas about the costs of sending 
books by water freight to the East when 
making returns of books. Due to the 
Western Traffic Conference arrangements, 
it is possible to ship to the West Coast at 
a rate of $.80 per hundred without con- 
sideration of a minimum charge— that is 
goods are paid for at $.80 or the propor- 
tionate fraction of that sum if the shipment 
is lighter. 

In shipping East, however, it is necessary 
to pay a minimum bill of lading charge, 
varying according to the steamship com- 
pany, but usually costing about $2.50. In 
addition there is insurance, and the truck- 
ing to New York from the Brooklyn or 
New Jersey dock. This trucking costs 
about one dollar a case. 

Several shipments have come to our 
notice of packages weighing only 23 or 40 
pounds. The cost to the publisher was 
$3.50 (minimum charge, and $1 for truck- 
ing) for books which would have cost only 
$1.84 or $3.20 at the usual book express 
rate. 


| i, PACK CAREFULLY! 
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New Return Label 
HE Garden City Publishing Company 


is issuing a “return label” to custom- 
ers who wish to return books for any rea- 
son. The reason for it was that so often 
books would be returned that should not 
be, either from the publisher’s standpoint 
or that of the bookseller. As an example 
half a dozen imperfect copies would be 
returned from the Coast, express collect. 
Before the publisher knew what was in 
the package, he would pay 8oc., or $1.00 
expressage on books which proved to be 
worthless. The bookseller could just as 
easily have torn off the backstraps and sent 
them back for 4c. Another instance js 
where a bookseller takes a hasty look at 
some of the Star books which contain 
“sample pages’ in the back—i.e., reprints 
of a few pages taken from other Star 
books. At first glance, this often gives the 
impression of an imperfect book, and Gar- 
den City has had as many as 200 and 300 
books come back, the bookseller asking for 
an exchange for perfect books. ‘The pub- 
lisher has made a rule that no books are

Bookshop Buys Rupert Brooke’s

HE Brick Row Bookshop of New 

York has just bought the personal 
library of Rupert Brooke, young English 
poet, who was killed in the war. The 
library consists of 400 volumes and was 
bought for $2,100. Many books in the 
collection bear the poet’s signature and 
were acquired gradually through his life. 
The library included “The Bastille,” a 
prize poem recited by him at Rugby School 
in 1905, which was sold for $350 and the 
original typescript copy from which his 
“Poems,” 1911, was printed, with his own 
corrections, went for $300. 


New Publisher 
OHN BARRY RYAN, who, under 


the name of Barry Vail Corporation, 
published the Encyclicals of the Pope on 
Capital and Labor and Christian Marriage 
and distributed them through the periodical 
department of the American News Co., has 
branched out into the publication of books. 
“Comic Backgammon,” the first book 
printed by William Edwin Rudge for the 
Barry Vail Corporation, is a re-edition of 
an anonymous little volume first published 
in 1844 in London. 
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MR. MACRAE IS NO PESSIMIST

Editor, Publishers Weekly: 

In your issue of June 27th, in an article 
headed “Fall Juvenile Lists Promise Good 
Sales’ you quote me as being distinctly 
pessimistic. Please—if you have no objec- 
tion —I would rather not be pessimistic. A 
dyed-in-the-wool optimist, I have voted the 
optimistic ticket these many years. 

In my conversation over the telephone 
I did say it was my own personal opinion 
that these articles contain too much blah 
and too little exchange of ideas and con- 
structive criticism. Each year the publish- 
ers are quoted as looking forward to the 
fall and Christmas business with nothing 
but the most optimistic anticipations. At 
heart we all know there are problems. 
Would it not be a good idea to discuss 
them once in a while? 

In my letter of June 22nd, I mentioned 
two of these problems. One, too many 
juvenile books; the other, the sale of juve- 
nile books at cut prices by some of the 
Junior book clubs. I asked why the book- 
seller should be placed in a position and 
faced with the dilemma of having to ex- 
plain why some of the juvenile books he 
sells can be bought in this way at half 
price. 

While it has been our policy to listen 
very attentively to the advice of those 
booksellers whom we have known for many 
years and who are experienced business 
men and women, we naturally do not ex- 
pect other publishers to use the same 
policies we do. Because these booksellers 
are so strongly convinced that the publish- 
ers have been publishing more juvenile 
books than they or the bookseller can mer- 
chandise successfully, we decided to cooper- 
ate with them this year to the extent of 
cutting our list in half. In restricting our 
list we felt that we and they could give 
more attention to the individual titles and 
authors—that we could give them more 
advertising and more publicity per title, 
and thus give these books a better oppor- 
tunity of obtaining a larger sale. 

Is it a sign of pessimism to bring up 
problems of this kind or to suggest an ex- 
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change of ideas concerning these problems? 
Is it a sign of pessimism on the part of any 
navigator to keep a careful look-out {o; 
rocks when sailing in shoal water? ; 

I closed my letter of June 22nd, with 
the following paragraph: 


“If this unfair competition (I referred 
to the cut price methods on juveniles) 
were eliminated; if all publishers cut 
their juvenile lists to only those ¢¢- 
lected books they felt they could ad- 
vertise and merchandise successfully, 
would not juvenile sales for the com- 
ing season be equal to if not greater 
than the juvenile sales we have had 
during seasons past?” 


Last year we had the most. successfy! 
business year this firm has ever experienced. 
Would not any publisher be extremely 
optimistic with a list of fifteen juveniles 
such as we have the good fortune to be 
publishing this year? 

With the assistance of the trade, we met 
the competition of cut price books success- 
fully last year. With their assistance, we 
are confident of meeting this competition 
just as successfully this year. This, how- 
ever, does not give us an excuse for accept- 
ing what we believe to be unfair trade 
practices, nor does it give us an excuse 
for not making every attempt to work with 
the trade in trying to overcome some of 
these things which do seem to be harmful 
to all concerned. Booksellers cannot con- 
tinue to buy books they cannot sell. In 
our opinion, there has been too little 
profit for most booksellers and too much 
inventory for them to carry on their busi- 
ness successfully. Cannot we face these 
problems, and still face the fall business 
with an optimistic point of view?

Obituary Note 
ROLAND HOLT 


RoLAND Ho tt, son of the late Henry 
Holt, died on July 5th in New Canaan, 
Conn., where he had gone to recuperate 
from an illness of influenza. Mr. Holt 
was born in New York City on December 
18, 1867, and was graduated from Yale in 
1890. He was well known in publishing 
circles, having been associated with Henry 
Holt & Company for thirty-five years. For 
a number of years he was vice-president of 
the firm, which position he held at the 
time of his retirement in 1923, and he 
remained a member of the board of direc- 
tors of the company until 1926. Mr. Holt 
made many close friends among those with 
whom he came in contact and had a repu- 
tation for being particularly kind and help- 
ful to young and struggling authors. 

Mr. Holt’s chief hobby was the theater, 
to which he was attracted while a member 
of the class of 1890 at Yale, when he was 
dramatic critic of the New Haven Palla- 
dium. He made five trips to Europe to 
study the theaters there and he lectured 
on theatrical subjects in various parts of 
the United States as well as in London. 
He was a director of the New York 
Drama League and of the Oratorio Society 
of New York as well as a member of the 
Municipal Art Society of New York. Ow- 
ing to this great interest of Mr. Holt’s in 
the theater Henry Holt & Company added 
to its list plays and books on the drama by 
such authors as Louis Calvert, Clayton 


Hamilton, Clarence Stratton, Frederick 
Koch, Arthur Edwin Krows, Constance 


D’Arcy Mackay (Mrs. Roland Holt) and 
Brian Hooker, whose translation of Rost- 
and’s “Cyrano de Bergerac’ proved to be 
so successful. 

Besides his widow, Mr. Holt is sur- 
vived by three sisters, Mrs. Rufus G. 
Mather of Baltimore, sculptor, who, as 
Winifred Holt, is well known for her 
work for the blind, Mrs. Joseph Bloodgood 
of Baltimore, and Miss Sylvia Holt of 
New York City, and two brothers, Henry 
and Elliot Holt of New York City and 
both formerly in the publishing business.

HERE are quite a few good books of 

non-fiction among this week’s small 

offering of new books, as well as an 
amount of popular fiction for summer 
reading and mystery stories. 

No week is complete without its book 
or books on Russia. ‘Seeing Red” tells 
what an American woman writer observed 
in Soviet Russia, while living there with 
her engineer husband. See Grady. “Red 
Villages” is written by the U.S. S. R. 
Commissar of Agriculture, Y. A. Yakov- 
lev, and tells about the revolution in 
Russian agriculture under the Five Year 
Plan. 

A book to arouse the enthusiasm of any- 
one interested in reading about the early 
American scene is “Old Bowery Days” by 
Alvin F. Harlow. ‘This is a detailed and 
anecdotal account of New York’s famous 
thoroughfare, of decided interest to others, 
historically minded, as well as New York- 
ers. ‘There are several other volumes of 
special regional interest published this week. 
Four volumes called the Green Moun- 
tain Series have been issued as the report 
of the Committee on the Conservation 
of Vermont Traditions and Ideals of the 
Vermont Commission on Country Life. 
These four volumes are a distinct contri- 
bution to American folklore and letters.

Old and Rare Books

Pe W YORK newspaper remarks 

hat “First editions seem to have 

reached a new low,” and then goes 

on to quote catalog prices of a half score 
ot living writers whose first editions never 
Were rare to prove its statement. ‘The il- 
lustrations are far from convincing and 
prove nothing. No well-informed collec- 
tor ever believed that recent or current 
editions of living writers, printed in large 
first editions would be rare at a very early 
date, or would ever bring remarkably high 
Prices. ‘To base the general tendency of 


values of genuinely rare and much sought 
after first editions upon the prices which 
such new and common books are bringing 
is ridiculous. 


UCTION sales will continue in Lon- 

don until the end of this month, 
and possibly longer, for no announcement 
of the last sale has yet appeared. At 
Sotheby’s, many rare and valuable books, 
selections from many consignments, are be- 
ing sold. Buyers are careful in their ap- 
praisals, and there is a strong tendency 
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toward conservatism, but choice and rare 
lots continue to bring good prices, and 
competition is maintained by both Ameri- 
can and English buyers. On July 13 and 
14 a sale, including books, manuscripts, 
autograph letters and documents, will be 
dispersed which includes a collection of 
books and manuscripts relating to Gilbert 
White, among which are his own copy of 
“The Natural History of Selborne,”’ and 
other important association items; an auto- 
graph description and sketch of his home 
at Vailima by Robert Louis Stevenson; 
three copies of early editions of Burns's 
“Poems,” two with presentation § inscrip- 
tions; a Shakespeare Folio (1623-32) con- 
taining a large number of leaves from the 
First Folio; a choice collection of incun- 
abula; sixteenth and seventeenth century 
printing; and some fine typographical speci- 
mens from modern special presses. On July 
20 a few important books, manuscripts and 
illuminations, the property of Lord Hast- 
ings, and including the well-known Eng- 
lish fifteenth century manuscript, “Or- 
dinances of Chivalry,” at one time in the 
library of King Edward VI, will be sold. 
The manuscript is in remarkably good con- 
dition throughout. 


NEW contribution of critical mate- 

rial relating to John Locke and his 
enduring “Essay Concerning Human Un- 
derstanding,’ is now presented by Ben- 
jamin Rand, librarian of the Philosophy 
Department of Harvard University. This 
new volume consists of the original and 
hitherto unpublished draft of Locke’s fa- 
mous essay, which was written in 1671, 
though it did not appear in a first edition 
until 1690. Opportunity is thus given the 
student to trace the. development of Locke’s 
thoughts and doctrine by a comparison of 
the two texts. Some four years ago there 
appeared another contribution by the same 
industrious worker in this field, a volume 
which contained the hitherto unpublished 
correspondence between Locke and Ed- 
ward Clark. A biographical study of Locke 
added much to the interest and value of 
that volume. In the introduction to the pres- 
ent publication Dr. Rand gives ‘Locke’s own 
account of how he came to write the essay. 
Locke says that as the result of meetings 
and discussions held by him with a small 
company of friends, he came to the con- 
clusion that the first thing to do was to 
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study their own understandings and abili. 
ties and see what things they were fitted 
to deal with. All agreed to this, and hp 
thereupon began to jot down thoughts that 
came to him upon the subject. This es 
the starting point, and his studies and ob. 
servations continued for many years. The 
first draft reprinted by Dr. Rand bears the 
date of 1671, which seems to show tha 
it was fully written at that time. While 
the final work is much more complete than 
the first draft, yet the earlier draft contains 
in substance the philosophical system 9; 
Locke. Locke’s main position that all oy; 
ideas are derived from sensation and te. 
ection is clearly indicated. 


LETTER from an English book. 

seller reports that the temporary de. 
pression in the second-hand and rare book- 
trade is interesting many small collectors. 
and the mail order catalog trade with 
American bookbuyers is having a similar 
result. The tendency of several years past, 
influenced by the prices paid for extreme 
rarities, was to raise the whole level oj 
prices. Many small collectors resented 
this upward movemert of prices and 
bought very sparingly. The return of 
lower prices is interesting book buyers on 
both sides of the Atlantic. The corre- 
spondent says: “The evidence seems con- 
clusive that the advance in prices of many 
books that were not rare was unjustified. 
The depression has made general book 
buyers more discriminating and careful in 
their appraisals. If booksellers want their 
trade they must meet the average book 
buyer half way. Of course this condition 
does not apply to much sought after and 
genuinely rare books. These have been in 
much demand and have shown little or no 
depreciation. In fact, many new high rec- 
ords have been made in the London auction 
market, and midsummer sales are holding 
up remarkably well.”

HERE are many special and much 

used libraries in New York City about 
which the general public knows little. One 
of these is the Engineering Societies Li- 
brary, 29 West 39th Street. According to 
a report made by Harrison W. Craver, 
director, it contains 150,000 volumes, the 
largest strictly engineering library in 
America. It provides service to engineers 
all over the world. “Whether in the 
Congo, Soviet Russia or an Amazon 
jungle,” says the report, “an engineer has 
access to the library, and can send for spe- 
cial articles, books or research data on his 
particular problem. A wide variety of re- 
quests are received almost daily from re- 
mote regions.’ During the past year in- 
quiries have come from 48 states and 34 
foreign countries.. In addition to answer- 
ing questions by letter, telephone and air 
mail, it translates technical articles and 
pamphlets in many languages. Last year 
more than 46,000 photoprints were made 
in response to orders. 


HE first volume of the eighth edition 

ot the French Academy’s dictionary 
has, after a half century of preparation, 
made its appearance. It comprises all 
words which are considered worthy of the 
French language, from A to Can. The 
complete work is expected to be ready by 
the end of 1934. The academy’s first dic- 
tionary appeared in 1694, and has been 
tollowed by successive editions in 1718, 
1740, 1762, 1798, 1835 and 1877. One of 
the collaboraters of the fourth edition was 
Voltaire. The dictionary is the court be- 
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yond which there is no appeal. There has 
been vastly more labor put into the revision 
of the forthcoming eighth edition, than in 
any previous edition since the first. 


HE twenty-fifth anniversay of the 

death of Henrik Ibsen came on May 
23. His plays, constantly revived on the 
stage, are steadily bought in book form, 
in the translation made by William 
Archer. His publishers announce that 
“Peer Gynt,” now leads all other plays in 
sales. Before 1930, the volume which con- 
tains “The Doll’s House’ sold best year 
after year. ‘The present preference for 
Ibsen’s plays, judged by copies sold, is as 
follows: 1, “Peer Gynt;’ 2, “A Doll’s 
House;’ 3, “Hedda Gabler;’ 4, ‘The 
Wild Duck.”
